London, April 24 (AP).—An An- 
glo-Italian agreement on policies for 
reorganizing the League of Nations 
and clearing the beclouded arms 
horizon is the desired goal of con­ 
versations inaugurated Monday by 
British ministers and Fluvio Suvich, 
Italian under secretary for foreign 
affairs. 
This significant development in 
the muddled European situation was 
disclosed Monday night in authori­ 
tative quarters, where the likelihood 
was foreseen that Great Britain 
and Italy can see their way clear to 
take a common attitude toward the 
proposed entry of Russia into the 
league as a possible basis for G er­ 
many’s return to Geneva. 
The necessity for a new approach 
to European problems in order to 
prevent a threatened arms race and 
to restore the prestige of the league, 
it was said, is recognized both in 
London and Rome. 
France a Factor 
The French government’s recently 
announced refusal to continue dis­ 
armam ent' talks, except at Geneva, 
and the desires of France and some 
smaller powers to bring the Soviets 
into the league were pointed out as 
forcing Britain and Italy to formu­ 
late their policies in the matter. 
They are both inclined to favor, 
in principle, the move to have Rus­ 
sia join the family of nations, but 
it was reliably indicated they may 
make important reservations to the 
plan. 
Italy is expected in diplomatic 
circles here to insist Germany’s 
presence as a member of the league 
again must be assured before Rus­ 
sia is admitted.

A Wisconsin Carpenter Whose Auto­ 
mobile Was Commandeered by 
DUIinffer Henchmen. 
Park Falls, Wis.. April 24 (AP).— 
Being aroused from a sound sleep 
and being forced at the point of 
pistols to act as chauffeur for John 
DilUnger and two of his outlaw pals 
is an experience that doesn’t happen 
often in the life of a peaceful small 
town carpenter and I will be just as 
happy if it never occurs to me again. 
I live at M itchell's Recort, near 
Manitowish, W isconsin. 
Last night 
about IO o’clock, Dillinger and his 
two companions came to my cottage 
and hollered to wake me up. 
‘ W hat do you w ant?" I yelled 
down. 
“Mrs. Mitchell (the wife of the 
resort owner) is sick and needs a 
doctor right away." they said. "We 
want you to get your car out and 
drive after a doctor," 
Well, I didn t suspect anything. 
so I dressed, just put on my every­ 
day working clothes a n d my bed­ 
room slippers, and went out. 
Met By Armed Trio 
There stood three m en facing me 
with guns. I don't know much about 
those guns, but two of them were 
revolvers and one was a sawed off 
shotgun or probably one of those 
m achine guns. 
“Get your car and drive us," they 
said, sticking their guns into me 
I only got a little coupe, a 1930 
model. Two of them got in the seat 


with me and the other got in the 
rumble seat. 
I saw the "M rs.” look­ 
ing out the window when I drove 
off, but I guess she didn’t know 
what was happening. 
“Now, m ind your own business 
and drive as we tell you and every­ 
thing will be all right,’’ they said.
